at Retail Merchants’ 
Convention 


Ottawa, Mar. 30.—Speaking at the 
luncheon of the Ottawa branch of the 
Retail Merchants’ association hore 
yesterday, Sir Henry Drayton, minist- 
er of finance, stated that the retail 
merchants of this country had early 
seen the necessity of stopping ex 
travagance and luxurious buying. 

In speaking of the prin« on 
which taxes should be applied, the 
minister of finance said that in his 
opinion as large a number of promin- 
ent business men as possible shouid 
be consulted. “That,” he said, “is 
the course I have always followed in 
order that the tax shall do as little 
harm as possible to business. 

‘At the present time the absolutely 
unescapable tax on the people of Can- 
ada is vtry heavy. The sums ate fer 
the discharge of obligations which 
every honest Canadian 
met. (Cheers). 

Question For Basiness Men. 

“The question a businéss man shold 
ask himself is not how much pa‘ing 
he could escape from, but how much 
taxes he could afford and atitl run 
his business at a reasonable profit.” 

Sir Henry referred to the three- 
day conference starting in Toronio tvu- 
day of retail merchante and o:hers 
tu discuss taxation. He hoped the 
spirit will be to offer the count: y what 
the merchants can spare rather than 
the least they can get away wi.t. He 
was confident that this broad spirit 
would animate the greater mea/‘ority 
of the delegates.
